It is reported that © House | 
Democratic Leader John Mc- | 
Cormack, a devout Roman) 
Catholic from Boston, has serv- | 
ed notice on,Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn that he will not allow the 
public. education bill on the 
floor of the house until the 
National Defense Education 
has been cleared both by the 
House committee on education 
and labor and by the rules 
committee.

Flying Here to Stay

It was an abrupt change in 
policy for Texas Baptists, 
whose schools have borrowed 
funds in the past. Edmunds, 
president of Stetson University 
(Baptist), said most Southern 
Baptist-related schools have 
borrowed money for dormitor- 
ies and eating facilities. 


One of the three who voted 
in opposition, a Baptist college 
president, told Baptist Press 
afterward he still questions 
whether the federal interest 

“is“equal to. com- 
mercial loan charges. This has 


been the’ pomt around which 


debate among’ Baptists over 
government loans has been 
centered before. 

Virginia Baptists last year 
declared that ‘‘to accept a fed- 
eral loan at a low rate of in- 
terest, and with long terms for 
repayment is, in effect, to ac- 
cept a subsidy from the public 
treasury.’ ;

“We've got an enroliment: of 
230 members — 91 at home 
members, and 139 Sunday 
workers such as nurses, doc- 
tors, and telephone operators,” 
he said.

Another visitor’s specialty in 
the ‘‘special kindness'’ depart- 
ment are the pecan cakes 
which shé bakes at home, while 
still another visitor is an ex- 
pert with homemade candy. 

One of the most active work- 
ers is an 8l-year old visitor. 
And a husband-wife team has 
been devoting at least two days 
weekly as church visitors for 
five years. 

A 93-year-oldtimer at First 
Baptist receives the regular 
visits from extension workers.

The policy of most revivals 
follows this same pattern. For 
example,.in The Southern Bap- 
tiat Program of Evangelism, 
it is stated as follows: 

Policy Stated 

(1) Plans for the elementary 
departments — The Nursery, 
Beginner, and Primary « de- 
partments are to be kept in 
their rooms until the close of 
the service. in the auditorium 
»-...:By so doing, however, 

hese workers are having a 
part in the winning of those 
who make decisions in the ser- 
vice in the auditorium. 

- Two significant implications 
are evident from this state- 
ment. First, pre-Juniors are 
too young to participate in the 
general evangelistic meeting. 
Second, and far more import- 
ant to question, is the impli- 
cation that pre-Juniors are too 
young for the teachers to try 
to win in the more normal 
home-room environment. The 
revival contribution of the ele- 
mentary teacher, according to 
this manual,’ is stated to be 
that by caring’ for the young 
children “these workers are 
having a part in the winning 
of those who make decisions 
in the services in the audi- 
torium.”’ 

Without belittling these opin- 
ions nor the sincere people who 
hold to them, what is the fact- 
ual answer to this basic ques- 
tion? 

According to a recent servey 
of 1956 converts among South- 
ern Baptists, 210 indicated they 
were saved before nine years 
of age. 5 were 5 years of age, 
28 were 6, 66 were 7, 108 were 
8, 3 did not specify the exact 
year. Obviously, this is more 
than 10% of the whole num- 
ber. The significance of these 
figures is strengthened by the 
fact that more _pre-Juniors 
were saved than all adult con- 
versions. For only 130 of the 
1956 traced their salvation to 
adulthood. : 


Important Factor Seen 

An important factor, of 
course, is the present age of 
the 210 at the time of the sur- 
yey. Only 14 were below Junior 
age, only 25 were Juniors, only 
25 were Intermediates, the re- 
maining 146 were Young Peo- 
ple and Adults. Yet all these 
traced the time of their con- 
version to the pre-Junior age. 

The place at which conver- 
sion occurred raises interest- 
ing questions about what is ef- 
fective in evangelism. The larg- 
est number, 63, were saved at 
home. In spite of little em- 
phasis upon this age group, re- 
vivals accounted for 59. 37 
found Christ at the morning 
service and 25 at the evening ¢ 
service. Strangely enough, only 
18 listed Sunday School as the 
place of salvation, only 2 the 
Training Union, and only 3 the 
Assembly. 

The human influences moti- 
vating this spiritual change 
fall into four main classes. 
First,-pastors led 67 to Christ. 
Second, parents won almost as 
many. 20 specified the father, 
38 the mother, and 50 also 
checked parents. Counting 8 
who stated a combination, 3 
relatives, and 1 grandmother, 
it is probable that home in- 
fluence is the greatest factor 
in early conversion. Third, 36 
attributed their salvation to the 
influence of an_ evangelist: 
Fourth, only 25 gave credit to 
their Sunday School teacher. 

Significant Fact Cited 

Perhaps the most significant 
fact concerning thc group sav- 
ed before nine years of age 
is the large percentage who 
feel called to Christian careers. 
This percentage is increased 
by two. facts: first, 64 of the 
210: were still below 17 years 
of age; second, a considerable 
percentage of people who are 
career Christians do not re- 
ceive the call until their late 
teens. ; 

On the basis of these figures 
certain questions are raised to 
meet the needs of this age 
group. 

1. Is there not a _ definite 
need for providing tracts upon 
the proper age-level so that 
these pre-Juniors may read 
about salvation, baptism, the 
Lord’s Supper and related sub- 
jects? 

” 2. Is there not a need for a 
tract supplying factual infor- 
mation to interested adults to 
indicate the capacity of these 
children for spiritual decision?

Graham’s English 
Crusade Topped 


“After being in Britain for 
five weeks,” said Billy Gra- 
ham, “I am convinced that 
the nation is either on the 
brink of a catastrophic moral 
declension or on the verge of 
spiritual revival.
